So that the students woule know whet to do in 
common emergencies, such es colds, earachwus, and insect bites, 
afew l1¢ssons were devoted to tiiese Oovoeryday provlcms, The 
last class period dealt with the transportation of people who 
have hed serious injuries.

‘The course is designed to sive pre-induction training as 
basic preparation for sifnal corns worl: in the armed forces. It 
is divided into principally three trpnes of work: radio cocde,ra- 
dio theory, construction and repair work. Radio Code ovractice 
averaces about lo to #20 minutes a day. Stucents usvally obtain 
code speec cf 10 words a2 minute by the end of the vear. This 
heins them sreatly in their later training as members of the 
Signal corps or as avinution cadets, who must attain this sveed. 
Glementary radio theory is taught from aaateur handbook and by 
lecture. Construction work is carried on at our equi>med radio 
bench. Some of the projects constructed are: one tube oscill- 
ators, two tube receivers, two tube au»nlifiers, and four tube 
neutrodyn,and four tube suner~-hets. Some transmitter construct- 
ion was also carried out. ‘’ransmitter design and beneh exneri- 
montation was cone. This should enable the bos to rasidly conm- 


nlete their training in the armed forces with’ better achiewnent.
